Carter Demo front-runner 


CONCORD. N.H. (UPI) - President 
Ford won a narrow victory over Ronald 
Reagan and Jimmy Carter earned the 
Democratic front-runner label with a 
solid win in the New Hampshire 
primary. Both today hailed the results as 
the first giant step toward the nomina­ 
tions. 
Facing the electorate for the first time 


outside his Michigan congressional dis­ 
trict. Ford was delighted with the see­ 
saw victory that did not become certain 
until dawn. He called it "a great 
springboard” toward winning the White 
House on his own 
C arter, su rp rise of A m erica's 
bicentennial presidential sweepstakes, 
told reporters in Boston this morning he 


was afraid of no election — not even the 
tough Massachusetts primary next Tues­ 
day — because he has proved he can win 
anywhere

Year of '68 returns 
i 
to VAFB main gate

The year 1968 marched up to the main gate at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
late yesterday afternoon and commenced to do what it did best eight years ago 
— protest. 
About 30 ragged and bearded apparitions passed out leaflets, beat drums 
with sticks and displayed signs bearing the once ubiquitous peace emblem. 
While the protesters of the ’60s simply wanted an end to this country’s in­ 
volvement in the Vietnam War. yesterday’s protesters were much more 
enterprising in their demands for change. According to the leaflets, they want 
an end to the arms race, a shift of military spending to social spending to 
create more jobs and a change from the attitude that sees “men as better than 
women, whites as better than non-whites, straights as better than gays.” 
In addition, they want to see people lay down their personal firearms in favor 
of trust and cooperation to resolve conflict and the money for military research 
be used instead on health care research. 
They call their protest "The Continental Walk for Disarmament and Social 
Justice.” which is being sponsored by many organizations, including the 
Catholic Peace Fellowship. American Friends Service Committee, and 
Women's International League for Peace and Freedom. 
The protesters, which included three Buddhist monks, will walk 3.700 miles 
in nine months, ending up in October in Washington D C. where many protest 
marches during the last decade ended, sometimes in violence. 
"I don’t think the walk will change the government'r policies, but a lot of 
people are dissatisfied with the government's programs and priorities and 
maybe seeing the walk will get them thinking,” said 21-year-old walker Bill 
Nelson of Georgia 
However, fellow protester India Owen. 19. of Berkeley, feels the walk will 
cause change. 
"I think it will happen. Tile present course of the country is destructive. 
Eventually people will realize this.” she said. 
Yesterday, in front of the main gate, the presence of the protesters was 
mostly ignored by the homeward bound traffic. Some drivers reacted with a 
bemused smile, possibly recalling what they were doing in the late ‘60s when 
the feeling of freedom perfumed the time and people did something about their 
high ideals. 
Where have all the protesters gone? Nelson, who was just 13 when the blood 
of war protesters and police ran in the streets 
of Chicago during the 
Democratic National Convention in 1968, said he feeis that protesting the Viet­ 
nam War was a fad. "a cool thing to do.” 
He said he sees too many people "accepting things as they are today." There 
is a "dichotomy” between their lifestyles and what they say they believe in. 
Still, said Nelson, there are some people who have protested adverse human 
conditions all their lives and a few of them are part of the Continental Walk. 
Along the way the protesters are asking people to walk with them for an hour 
or so to show their opposition to armament and military spending. 
If this was 1968. they wouldn't have to ask. 


Ford appoints Scranton 
new ambassador to U.N. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today announced the appointment 
of former Pennsylvania Gov. William W. 
Scranton to be U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations. 
Ford, who personally made the an­ 
nouncement. said Scranton has a "big 
job to do” in defending the United States 
“against unfair attacks" in the world 
organization. 
Scranton, 58. will succeed outgoing 
U N. Ambassador Daniel P. Moynihan 
who was expected to attend the 
ceremonial announcement in the Oval 
Office but had to bow out in order to 
chair a U N. Security Council meeting 
today. 
Ford stood beside Scranton and told 
reporters, “Let me say how pleased I am 
that my longtime friend Bill Scranton is 
going to be the next ambassador to the 
United Nations.” 
"He is a personal friend and a friend in 
many, many other ways,” he added. 
He said Secretary of State Henry A. 


K issinger had been trying to get 
Scranton to take a diplomatic job for the 
past seven years. 
"He's got a big job to do and great 
responsibility.” said Ford. 
He said Scranton would be carrying 
out a policy started by Kissinger in a 
speech at the United Nations last fall "of 
standing up for the United States against 
unfair attacks” by the Third World 
countries. 
“You have a big job to do in carrying 
out my decisions and the secretary’s 
policies.” Ford said, adding he was 
"very, very confident” that Scranton 
would perform well. 
Scranton’s appointment had been ex­ 
pected to be announced last week but 
was held up by Kissinger who wanted to 
be present. The secretary returned Tues­ 
day n(ght from a six-day trip to Latin 
America. 
Kissinger also expressed confidence in 
Scranton’s abilities and his "very great 
pleasure" in the appointment.

The impasse in the controversy over 
school closures was just as alive as ever 
last night as parents reaffirmed their op­ 
position and the school board remained 
firm in its decision to close La Mesa and 
Miguelito. 
There was on the one hand the state­ 
ment of a parent that he would move if 
the school board carried through its plan 
to close the two schools: and on the other 
the adamant declaration by board presi­ 
dent Gail Steiger that "I will not (recon­ 
sider) at this point." 
The question was not on the agenda, 
but it was raised "communications and 
petitions.”

The evening also included a challenge 
by Alberta Morgan who said proposals 
for a fundamental school and for keeping 
La Mesa and Miguelito schools open 
should be put into the hopper along with 
other proposals for the use of $1.6 million 
in one-time-only monies. She said the 
hoe rd had net adequately publicized its 
hearings on the use of the money, and 
ended her presentation w ith the 
declaration: "I want an answer.” 
Steiger disagreed and noted that the 
board had held a number of well 
publicized study sessions on the question. 


That ended the matter for the moment, 
but not permanently. Later. Morgan rose 
lo her feet and said her original ques­ 
tions had not been answered. With 
Morgan reiterating her demands for "an 
answer." and Steiger talking and gavel­ 
ing to control the situation. Steiger final­ 
ly announced that there would be a 10- 
minute recess. When the m eeting 
reconvened, the board went on to other 
questions 
The evening also included an apology 
bv Steiger to Peter Van Draanen for a 
statement she apparently made in a 
telephone conversation with the family.

Reagan claims showing 
exceeded expectations 


CONCORD. N.H. (UPI) - Ronald 
Reagan said today he’s leaving New 
Hampshire with exactly what he came to 
the state to find. 
"We came here believing that if we 
could achieve 40 per cent of the vote, that 
this would be token of viable candidacy." 
the b u siness-suited, 
65-year-old 
Republican told more than 200 cheering 
supporters early today. 
"If it continues the way it is. of course 
we have far exceeded our expectations.” 
Reagan's campaign from the outset 
peddled the idea that anything better 
than 40 per cent against President Ford 
constituted victory. Election night, the 
former California governor sought to 
cash in on expectations carefully 
cultivated by aides since his campaign 
began here in October. 
"I guess it’s still to be counted as to 
whether you call it a moral victory or a 
victory technically.” Reagan told an ear­ 
ly morning news conference. 
"Everyone in my locker room is real 
happy.” 
Reagan credited anti-Washington sen­ 
timent for his showing against Ford. 
It was the second time in five months 
New Hampshire voters rewarded a can­ 
didate who campaigned against the na­ 
tion's capital. 
In mid-Septem ber, 
u em o cia i John Durkin rode a wave of 
voter discontent into the U.S. Senate in a 
rerun election. 
‘‘From the com m ents I've been 
hearing.” Reagan said, "I would say that 
he (Ford) has more to explain than I 
have.” but added the GOP nomination 
lies down a "long. hard road.” 
Before heading off to bed shortly after 
2 a m EST. he declined to predict he 
would win either the Florida primary or 
the nomination. 
But he said Republicans should take a 
second look at a former Hollywood 
movie star twice elected governor of the 
nation's most populous state. 
"You know, being a horseman myself. 
I ve never gone for that Don’t change 
horses in midstream.’ I ve found a lot of 


times out on the trail when you want to 
change horses and change quick because 
one horse ain’t going to stand up very 
long.” Reagan said. 


Supporters at his victory celebration 
were more subdued. Twenty minutes 
after Reagan left a partially filled 
ballroom hand in hand with wife Nancy, 
the room was em pty except for 
reporters. 
The bartender, who had served 
highballs on election nights for 20 years, 
called the Reagan celebration, "slower 
than normal." 


House panel votes 
contempt citation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House sub­ 
committee today voted 6 to I to recom­ 
mend that five present and former mem­ 
bers of the FBI and the National Security 
Agency be cited for contempt of 
Congress for refusing to answer ques­ 
tions about illegal interception of 
American cable traffic. 


Rep. Bella Abzug. D-N.Y.. head of the 
House Government Operations subcom­ 
mittee on government information and 
individual rights, advised each of the 
witnesses that they opened themselves 
to possible fines and imprisonment if the 
full House finds them guilty of contempt. 


When asked to describe his present or 
past occupation or whether he had 
brought documents requested by a 
subcommittee subpoena, each of the 
witnesses answered that they had been 
advised by letter from Attorney General 
Edward Levi not to testify. 
Rep Paul McCloskey. D-Calif.. cast 
the lone dissenting vote.

Leading a handful of Democratic 
write-in efforts was an unauthorized 
campaign for Sen.

Humphrey polled 6 per 
cent, getting 4.393 votes 
In addition to the popular vote. Ford 
apparently won 19 of the 21 COP conven­ 
tion delegates Tuesday, while Carter got 
13 of the 17 Democratic delegates 
But though they were winners in New 
Hampshire, the primary gave no man an 
open road to this summer's nominations. 
Reagan gave Ford the closest race in the 
history of this first-in-the-nation primary, 
and with all but 2 per cent of the vote 
counted trailed the President by only 
1.000 votes of more than 107,000. 
And Rep Morris Udall, D-Ariz.. cor­ 
nered 24 per cent of the popular vote and 
the four convention delegates Carter did 
not get in the crowded Democratic 
primary. Udall promptly declared 
himself leader of the liberals. 
In Washington. Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford gathered his political staff 
together and told them “If we win a cou­ 
ple more, and I think we will, we will be 
ready for the finals - and I think we will 
win there too." 
Carter, the former Georgia governor 
who pledged to wage war on Washington 
red tape and bureaucratic waste, defeat­ 
ed Udall.

Ford sees win 
on first 
party ballot 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford. bolstered by his slim victory over 
Ronald Reagan in the New Hampshire 
primary, believes now he will win the 
Republican presidential nomination on 
the first ballot at the party’s August con­ 
vention. Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said today. 
“He will have a clear majority of 
delegates and enough to win well before 
the nominating convention.” 
Nessen 
said. 
Asked at a White House news briefing 
if Ford will gain a first ballot nomina­ 
tion. Nessen replied, “Yes,” explaining 
he was expressing Ford’s views. 
Nessen said Ford was “delighted by 
his victory.” 
During an appearance at a White 
House staff meeting this morning, Ford 
got a standing ovation and called his vic­ 
tory over Reagan “a great springboard” 
to his election in November. 
“If we win a couple more (primaries), 
and I think we will, we will be ready for 
the finals — and I think we will win there 
too,” Nessen quoted Ford. 
Ford summoned his political lieute­ 
nants to a White House strategy meeting 
this evening. Nessen said Ford does not 
expect to change his manner of cam­ 
paigning and will continue “to spend 
most of his time concentrating on his 
presidential duties” in the White House. 
Ford embarks on the next round of his 
primary battle against Reagan on Satur­ 
day when he flies to Miami for his second 
campaign swing prior to Florida’s 
March 9 primary. 
The President has predicted he will 
win that primary. But Nessen told 
reporters Reagan may win some of the 
31 primaries before the convention. He 
declined to name which Reagan might 
win.

The County Water Agency went round 
and round Tuesday on the subjects of the 
State Water Project, other supplemental 
water ideas, when the electorate can 
vote to kill or approve state water, cloud- 
seeding and other controversial topics. 
Such things came out of the two-hour 
Santa Barbara session chairmaned by 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher: 
— Agency directors agreed with 
F letcher to request State Water 
Resources Director Rob Robie to allow 
another two-year or more extension to 
the county from next Jan. I to make up 
its minds on the construction of the 
coastal aqueduct Robie s office will also 
be asked to rule soon on whether or not 
this county can temporarily sell or lease 
its State Project allotment to San 
Joaquin Valley district currently in need 
of more water A state task force is con­ 
tinuing to hold hearings to determine 
future policy in this respect, so an 
answer might not be given until summer, 
it was felt 
— Former Water Agency chairman 
Curtis Tunnell gloomily told the direc­ 
tors — who di e the county supervisors — 


he felt the Robie philosophy was such 
that "I hope I'm wrong, but they’ll 
probably wipe us out” by denying 
another extension of the aqueduct 
project start. He wondered if the county 
supervisors would vote to put another 
$500,000 to $600,000 in the 1976-77 
county budget” to keep the county’s hand 
in the state project. 
— But Dr. Linda Phillips, of the 
Cachuma Conservation and Release 
Board and Goleta County Water District, 
said her talks with Robie have convinced 
her the state would not proceed to design 
and build the coastal aqueduct until the 
county was ready. She declared she felt 
Robie stressed need for “wise water 
planning” and for water conservation, 
and "never has said we shouldn’t get 
state water.” She felt an early vote on 
future financing of the water project 
depended on "supplemental water plann­ 
ing as soon as possible ” 
— Water Agency Engineer-Manager 
Charles Lawrance said his staff was 
proceeding on the first phase of a com­ 
prehensive water plan as approved by 
the agency directors. Consultants are be­ 
ing solicited loi the purpose of perform­ 


ing a conjunctive use study, he declared. 
— A current study of Santa Maria 
Valley ground water basin and adjacent 
areas has indicated preliminarily that 
"parts of the Santa Maria Basin may be 
suffering from intrusion of sea water,” 
declared Dr. William Bollay, of Goleta, 
County Water Advisory Committee 
chairman The agency had earlier been 
told that the basin supply has water 
quality problems that might be helped by 
mixing of quality State Project water. 
— Supervisor Francis H. Beattie ad­ 
vised the board to work in conjunction 
with San Luis Obispo County. He said 
San Luis county officials now feel they 
will need State water by about 1985. or 
sooner than they originally stated. It 
could take 5-8 years to build the 
aqueduct, through San Luis County to 
this county, he stressed.

The 8-0 decision, with Justice 
John Paul Stevens not par­ 
ticipating, reversed a state 
court of appeals ruling that the 
California law conflicted with 
federal immigration policy and 
must be struck down 
Justice William J. Brennan 
Jr. wrote that the California 
law is within the state’s power 
to regulate relations between 
an employer and employe. He 
said the law is not an uncon­ 
stitutional attempt by the state 
to regulate immigration, a 
power left to the fed eral 
government 
The decision was a victory for 
Cesar Chavez and the United 
Farm workers Union, which 
sought to enforce the law 
against hiring illegal aliens who 
generally are willing to work 
for below union-scale wages 
and provide a plentiful supply of 
workers to compete with union 
members. 
The Supreme Court decision 
did not entirely close the door 
to a constitutional challenge 
against the law. 
The court remanded the case 
back to the 2nd District Califor­ 
nia Court of Appeals »> r further 
examination to determ.ne if the 
law 
‘is nevertheless uncon­ 
stitutional because it stands as 
an obstacle to the accomplish­ 
ment and execution of the full 
purposes and objectives of 
Congress” in passing the Im­ 
migration and Naturalization 
Act, 
But Brennan said the Cali­ 
fornia court’s decision holding 
the law unconstitutional out­ 
right must be reversed because 
there is no necessary bar to 
state regulation of employing il­ 
legal aliens. He said the lower 
court must examine the law in 
detail in light of congressional 
purpose.

PEKING (UPI) - China’s 
new acting premier Hua Kuo- 
feng told form er President 
Richard Nixon tonight that his 
government wants to “further 
the improvement of Sino-U.S. 

He toasted to the 
health of President Ford 
Hua sa id in his to a s t 
delivered at a farewell banquet 
given by Nixon that it also was 
“the common desire of our two 
peoples to enhance the friend­ 
ship between the Chinese and 
American peoples.” 
Nixon, in his toast, said that 
the bridge of friendship he had 
begun building while he was 
president must be completed. 
Earlier the former president 
strongly denied he intended any 
direct or implied criticism of 
Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger in remarks he 
made at a welcoming banquet 
here Sunday night. 
In his new toast tonight Nixon 
referred to the communique he 
signed with the late Premier 
Chou En-lai when he visited 
China as president four years 
ago. 


“ We started building that 
bridge in the Shanghai com­ 
munique when we set forth the 
blue print,” Nixon said 
“ We have made some pro­ 
gress on this huge project. We 
have not finished the bridge. 
There is much work to be done. 
We are determined to complete 
it. We must not fail ” 


West communists warned 


MOSCOW (UPI) - A top 
Soviet official, in an apparent 
rebuke to independent-minded 
Western Communist parties, 
warned today against national­ 
ism and other dangerous alien 
ideas spreading through the 
Communist movement. 
Vladimir I Shcherbitsky, an 
increasingly powerful leader 
and a member of the ruling 15- 
man Politburo, demanded ad­ 
herence to the orthodox Mos­ 
cow line as a “sacred duty” in a 
speech Mi the second day of the 
25th Soviet Communist party 
congress. 
According to the Tass news 
agency. Shcherbitsky “pointed 
to the danger of revisionist in­ 
fluences of the right or left 
trends, nationalist and other 
views that are alien to the 
ideology of the working class, 
spreading among Communist 
parties 
“The defense of proletarian 
internationalism is a sacred 
duty of each Communist and 
workers party, of every Marx- 
ist-Leninist." he said. 
Shcherbitsky’s warning echo­ 
ed a declaration by party 
general secretary Leonid I. 
Brezhnev Tuesday that there 
could be no compromise on 
matters of principle. 


Expensive punch 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Movie director Sam Peckinpah, 
known for the violence in his 
films, was sued Tuesday for 
$300,000 by a C ontinental 
A irlines w orker who said 
Peckinpah punched him in the 
mouth. 


The two statements seemed 
aimed at Western Communist 
parties, such as the French and 
British, which have shown signs 
recently of taking stands in­ 
dependent of Moscow. 
The French party chief, 
Georges Marchais, who has 
criticized the Soviet Union on 
the human rights issues, did not 
attend the congress and there 
have been moves by a number 
of parties to seek allies outside 
the Communist movement. 
S h ch erb itsk y 
re c e n tly 
strengthened his position as 
First Secretary of die Ukraini­ 
an Communist party with the 
ouster of his last opponents 
from the Ukrainian politburo 
Other speakers at today's ses­ 
sion included Vietnamese party 
leader Le Duan and Poland’s 
Edward Gierek as well as high 
Soviet officials. 
The congress will continue 


for IO days. 
The opening day Tuesday was 
devoted largely to Brezhnev’s 
keynote speech during which he 
said the Soviet Union still wants 
to ease tensions with the United 
States despite conflicting views 
on strategic arms, the Middle 
East and Angola.

Publicity has always been important to 
Bill Veeck because publicity sells 
tickets It’s probably more important to 
him now than it ever has been because 
he's trying to do everything he can to 
breathe a little life into the inanimate 
Chicago White Sox. 
One day the White Sox announce 
they’re going to try wearing shorts. The 
next day Bill Veeck says he doesn’t care 
if all the other clubs aren’t going to open 
their camps for spring training March I 
because of their labor problem with the 
players, he’s thinking of opening the 
White Sox camp all by himself. 
The fact that he probably won t, 
doesn’t matter What does is that all this 
could help the White Sox sell some extra 
tickets, and selling tickets is how Bill 
Veeck makes his living. 
Years ago. someone labeled him the 
new P T Barnum.” and called him 
‘Baseball's Greatest Showman.’’ Veeck 
reveled in those descriptions, cheerfully 
admitting he was “a hustler.” The ad­ 
mission. though, came later during an 
extended period when he wasn’t in the 
game and was throwing some rocks at it 
as an author. 
When he had the Cleveland Indians, he 
engaged one band to parade through the 
stands playing for the customers and 
another one to entertain in a special 
wigwam he had built in center field. He 
also hired a baseball clown. Max Patkin 
to coach at first base, and another one, 
Jackie Price, to stand on his head in a 
jeep and catch balls thrown to him by the 
Cleveland players. 
With the St. Louis Browns, he reached 
his promotional peak the day he sent up a 
43-inch. 65-pound midget to pinch hit in a 
regular season game with Detroit. The 
little fellow’s name was Eddie Gaedel 
and never having played in a profes­ 
sional game before, he was petrified, 
scared witless, facing Detroit curve- 
baller Bob Cain, but as far as Veeck was 
concerned, this was simply a great stunt, 
one which gained nationwide publicity 
for his ball club.

NBA speed merchant 
Smith claims he's fastest

On the court or off. Buffalo Braves guard Randy Smith is 
always “out front.” 
“I know I’m the fastest player in the NBA,” said Smith, 
who was out front on the fast break often enough to match 
teammate Bob McAdoo’s 34 points in a 109-103 victory over 
the New York Knicks Tuesday night. 
“I also believe I’m the fastest with or without the ball,” 
said the candid Smith. “The next two speedsters are Cal 
Murphy and Tiny (Nate) Archibald.” 
Smith and McAdoo, the league-leading scorer who has 
averaged 38 points in the last five games, are the prime 
reasons for Coach Jack Ramsay confidently predicting 
“we’U be in the playoffs” even though that issue is far from 
settled. 
However, the Braves were losing, 103-100, with just over a 
minute to play before blowing open the game with nine 
straight points. Smith opened and closed Buffalo’s scoring in 
the fourth quarter with nine of his points. 
Elsewhere in the NBA. Washington beat Chicago. 92-83, 
Kansas City edged Phoenix, 120-117 in overtime and Phila­ 
delphia downed Portland. 106-102. 
In the ABA. the New York Nets ripped Virginia, 111-100, 
and St. Louis whipped Kentucky, 116-102. 
Bullets 92, Bulls 83: 
Phil Chenier scored 20 of his 32 points in the second half to 


pace Washington. Chicago took a 42-41 halftime lead as 
Mickey Johnson scored 14 straight points to put him within 
one of the NBA record for consecutive points held by Wilt 
Chamberlain.

Finley debunks rumors 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Charlie Finley says he is get­ 
ting a little tired of denying reports that he is selling his 
Oakland A's. but that doesn’t mean he wouldn’t unload the 
club “ if the price is right.” 
There is a price on everything.” Finley said Tuesday by 
wav of denying the latest report on the impending sale of the 
A's. This report has Finley selling to Seattle interests for $15 
million now that the Giants are going to stay in San Fran­ 
cisco. 


“That report is a big crock.” Finley said, “mostly because 
no one has made me that kind of an offer. I repeat, the 
Oakland A's are not for sale, but as I said, too, there is a 
price on everything. 


i f sbmeone came along and made me a good offer. I 
would listen to it. Now listening and considering are not the 
same thing. Anyway. I have a stock answer to anyone who 
wants to make an offer. Put it in writing, attach a certified 
check for $1 million and give me IO days to consider. So far 
no one has come up with a dime let alone $1 million.”

Finley said he is beginning to believe the Bay Area may be 
too small to support two major league clubs handsomely. 


“No one is going to get rich in baseball around here,” 
Finley said. “Still. I ve made money all eight years I’ve been 
here, so I can’t complain.” 
Finley came to town ostensibly to put down a report out of 


i imago that he has not paid business taxes for the years 
1972. ’73 and ’74. He said the report was circulated by his es­ 
tranged wife's attorney in Laporte, Ind., and “picked up by a 
Chicago newspaper.” 


“Well, it s simply not true,” Finley said, “and I resent be­ 
ing pictured as a cheat.” 
Finley said he had a $540,000 refund coming on his 1971 
taxes but instead of collecting the money he left it with the 
IRS to pay future tax obligations. 


“Then. I had my heart attack in 1973 and some things were 
left undone. Later, I requested an extension on my taxes for 
the years 1972-’73-’74 and the IRS granted it to me. But when 
you ask for an extension you have to send some money along 
and I gave the IRS about $2 million to cover that period. 
Now, the IRS is auditing my return for those three years and 
I’m hopeful of receiving a refund. Does that strike you as 
someone who hasn’t paid his taxes?” 


On other subjects, Finley said he is in favor of keeping the 
doors locked on the spring training camps until a contract 
has been signed with the Players Association ; to date he has 
signed 22 of the 36 players on the A’s winter roster; he is 
sorry that fireworks have been declared out at the Oakland 
Coliseum by an Alameda County judge, and that he did in 
fact out-wit Bill Veeck in signing Chuck Tanner as his 
manager because Veeck will have to pay more than 50 per 
cent of Tanner’s salary even while he is working for Finley.

Reimbursement 


of antismog 


device killed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation establishing a lot­ 
tery to finance reimbursement 
of motorists who purchased an­ 
tismog devices has been killed 
by a Senate committee. 
The Governmental Organiza­ 
tion Committee Tuesday voted 
1-6 against the the proposed 
constitutional 
amendment 
(SCA41) by Sen Nate Holden, 
D-Culver City 
The measure was designed to 
close the books on a now 
defunct law requiring motorists 
to equip all 1966-1970 cars with 
devices to lower oxides of 
nitrogen emissions. 


Holden said the measure, 
which would have needed voter 
approval, was designed to raise 
$40 million to repay the 1.3 
million Californians who were 
required to install the device on 
their used cars 


The legislature first dropped 
the requirement in Northern 
California and then in 1975 
repealed virtually all of the law 
which was stilt in force in the 
Los Angeles region. 


Those automobile owners 
who had already installed the 
devices bitterly complained 
that the state forced them to 
buy a device that is no longer 
required.

Rains' antilitter 
bill criticized 
SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Can 
company workers have warned 
enactment of an antilitter bill 
requiring mandatory deposits 
on beverage cans and bottles 
will result in the loss of 
hundreds of jobs in California. 
The workers voiced their op­ 
position to the measure Tues­ 
day at a hearing by the Senate 
Natural Resources and Wildlife 
Committee on the controversial 
measure (SB1384) by Sen. 
Omer Rains. D-Ventura. A vote 
on the bill was delayed for two 
weeks. 
The bill provides for a 5-cent 
deposit on beer and soft drink 
containers except for a 2-cent 
deposit on ones which could be 
refilled by different beverage 
producers. 
Can company employes told 
the committee that if the 
legislation becomes law, it 
would mean the loss of 
hundreds of jobs. 
“ We also like to see clean 
streets," said Ray Sanchez, an 
employe of the Los Angeles- 
based Continental Can Co. “ But 
we also like to see our pay 
checks.” 
Sanchez told lawmakers, “ lf 
only 200 jobs are lost I am sure 


no one here would want It to be 
their job.” 
Supporters of the bill contend 
a mandatory deposit system on 
bottles and cans conserves 
energy, dump space and natural 
resources and can save con­ 
sumers money 
In an earlier report. Legisla­ 
tive Analyst A Alan Post said if 
lawmakers approve a bill 
requiring the mandatory depos­ 
it on containers it could reduce 
jobs and company profits in 
California. 
He said in a report that such 
legislation should be passed 
only after other measures to 
combat litter are tried. 


Saying he had “ mixed fee­ 
lings” about the legislation. 
Gerald Alexander of Alexan­ 
der’s Grocery in Los Angeles 
said he supports the antilitter 
awareness that such a bill 
produces, but added, “ I don’t 
like the burden it places on 
groceries."

Fast-buck artists 
capitalize on theme 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Fast-buck speculators are using 
the bicentennial theme to 
promote chain-letter sales of 
U.S. Savings Bonds, postal 
authorities and Treasury De­ 
partment officials report. 
H. J. Hintgen, commissioner 
of the Treasury's Bureau of the 
Public Debt, said Tuesday 
evidence has been uncovered by 
postal authorities that would in­ 
dicate get-rich-quick promot­ 
ers are soliciting individuals to 
buy U.S. Savings Bonds through 
the mail, a practice that 
violates antifraud laws. 
The promoters are falsely 
claiming Treasury endorse­ 
ment of the project, as well as 
“ cloaking their appeals in 
bicentennial and other patriotic 
labels,” Hintgen said. 
Apparently the scheme — un­ 
der way in Massachusetts, 
Florida. Virginia, Maryland 


and parts of the Midwest - 
works pretty much the way all 
chain letters work. 


An individual receives a let­ 
ter in the mail asking him to 
purchase a savings bond for the 
person on the top of a list. After 
purchasing and mailing a bond 
to that person, he then crosses 
the individual’s name off the 
list and puts his name on the 
bottom of it. 


Then he mails copies of the 
revised chain letter to three or 
four friends who are instructed 
to follow the same procedure. 


The rationale behind all this 
mailing and revising is that 
eventually an individual’s name 
will appear on the top of the list 
and presumably he will receive 
several hundred dollars in sav­ 
ings bonds from the growing 
number of participants. 


Milk price increase 
slated for discussion 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Agriculture Director L.T. Wal­ 
lace plans to meet with dairy 
industry representatives next 
week to discuss an increase in 
state-controlled milk prices 
designed to curb the rising cost 
of hay. 
“ The director just wants to 
get some hard facts and discuss 
what decisions might be made 
down the road," Roy Walker, 
chief of the Bureau of Milk 
Stabilization, said Tuesday 


Walker said Wallace on 
March 4 w ill meet with 
members of the League of 
California Milk Producers, 
which represents about 1,000 of 
the state's 2.500 dairymen. 
Farmers have indicated that 
hay costs have increased to as 
much as $100 a ton in some 
places because of drought con­ 
ditions in parts of the state. 
A public hearing would have 
to be called before an increase 
in the price of milk is ordered 
by the Department of Food and 


Agriculture, which controls 
state milk prices through its 
milk stabilization program. 
The statewide average price 
of a half gallon of milk is 
currently 68 cents. 
Jay Goold of the League of 
California Milk Producers said 
he did not know what increase 
the industry would request. He 
said it would depend on the in­ 
formation presented at the 
meeting with Wallace.

The crew announcem ent

Nation's 
weather

Balmy, springlike weather 
lingered over much of the 
eastern half of the nation today 
after bringing record warmth 
and predictions of a hot sum­ 
mer Tuesday. 
A stationary front hovering 
north of the U S. border has cut 
off the supply of cold air to the 
eastern half of the nation, 
resulting in record-breaking 
temperatures in the nation's 
midlands. 
The mercury climbed to a 
record 62 degrees at Marquette. 
Mich. — the warmest ever. so 
early in the year and well above 
the 52-degree record set in 1951. 


A 55-degree reading at 
Duluth. Minn., was the highest 
ever in February and shattered 
the previous record of 42 set in 
1958 


Other records included a 71- 
degree reading at Grand Island. 
Neb . a 68 at Indianapolis, and a 
59 at Detroit 


The balmy weather in the 
nation s midsection extended a 
two-week warm spell. The mer­ 
cury climbed into the 70s in 
southern Kansas and into the 
middle 70s in southern Illinois. 
The tem perature hit 79 at 
Dodge City. Kan , tying the 
record for the date 


The National Weather Ser­ 
vice in St. Louis said that based 
on records from the past 50 
years, the mild weather might 
mean an early, dry spring and 
an exceptionally hot summer. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
nuclear power plants initiative 
could cost an average family of 
four up to $24,000 over the next 
four decades, spawn blackouts, 
result in 25 per cent unemploy­ 
ment and increase tensions in 
the Middle East, opponents of 
the June ballot measure warned 
Tuesday. 
The predictions by a Harvard 
professor and representatives 
of labor and industry were 
made at a hearing of the state 
Economic Development Com­ 
mission. chaired by Lt. Gov 
Mervyn Dymally. 
Proponents of the initiative 
boycotted the hearing, calling it 
a "charade" and accusing the 
commission of being "biased” 
in favor of the nuclear industry 
Alan S Mantle, professor of 
political economy at Harvard 
University, said voter approval 
of the initiative could lead to a 
nationwide moratorium of nu­ 
clear energy and this "could 
cost the United States the one­ 
time equivalent of about $300 
billion. 
"This also can be expressed 
as an annually recurring ex­ 
pense over the next 20-40 years 
of $150 per person or $600 for a 
family of four” The latter 
figure would amount to $24,000 
over the 40-year span. 
But he hedged his estimate by 
saying if coal production was 
expanded and coal prices 
remained stable, the cost es­ 
timate might be as low as $40 
billion. 
Manne later told reporters he 
received a "consulting fee” and 
reimbursement for his travel 
expenses to attend the hearing 
from the initiative's prime op­ 
ponent.

Food stamp 
costs revealed 


SACRAMENT^ (UPI) - 
Forty-one California counties 
are paying nearly half the food 
stamp costs of 17 other counties 
in addition to financing their 
own food stamp programs, ac­ 
cording to the legislative 
auditor general's office. 
An auditor general's report 
Tuesday said the situation has 
resulted from legislation re­ 
stricting county costs for food 
stamp programs to 1973 levels, 
thus requiring the state to meet 
the additional costs. 
During fiscal 1974-75. the first 
full year under the legislation, 
the state paid an average $7 per 
recipient subsidy to 41 counties 
which had voluntarily adopted 
the food stamp program. The 
recipients w ere those who 
received no other government 
aid. 
But the report said the state 
paid almost $20 per recipient to 
the 17 counties which did not 
convert from the surplus com­ 
modities program to food 
stamps until required to do so 
by Congress. 
‘ This difference in state sub­ 
sidy level results in the tax­ 
payers of 41 of the food stamp 
counties funding not only their 
own food stamp program, but in 
addition, nearly one-half of the 
program in 17 other food stamp 
counties." it said.

Polly’s Pointers 


Vinegar removes 
calcium deposits 


Polly's Problem 


DEAR POLLY — The water in our area is very hard, 
so deposits have built up on the inside of my dishwasher. 
Is there something that will remove this build up, 
without leaving traces on the dishes that could harm my 
family. — BARBARA. 
DEAR BARBARA - Calcium deposits from water 
can usually be removed with vinegar. Fill empty 
machine for second wash cycle with no detergent added. 
Add one pint vinegar and allow wash cycle to he com­ 
pleted. Rinse and wipe off deposits with a damp cloth. 
Do not nae vinegar too often. 
One maker of dishwashing detergent says in a booklet 
that brown stains on n machine, resulting from iron and 
manganese in the water, can usually be removed by 
placing one cup citric acid crystals in a container on the 
lower rack of the dishwasher and let it run through the 
complete cycle with no detergent. Water mast be at 
least IM degrees for maximum effect. 


DEAR POLLY — When shoe polish dries out, mix a few 
drops of turpentine in it and the polish will soon soften so you 
can use it. - BETTY W. 
DEAR POLLY — On cold winter mornings when your car 
doors stick, an easy way to get them open is to use a spray can 
filled with windshield washer fluid. Squirt this around the 
cracks in the doors and be surprised at how easily they open. 
- JACK. 
DEAR POLLY — Linda B., who has the stained aluminum 
pans, should scrub with half a lemon and let stand for just a 
few minutes, rinse and dry immediately. Also one can make a 
paste of a good powdered cleanser and vinegar, rub on, let dry 
and then scrub with a fine steel wool scrubbing pad. Rinse and 
dry immediately. These also work on stainless steel. —

WASHINGTON 
One question mark 
has continued to hang over the 
Watergate scandals: who doctored the 
White House transcripts'’ We have now 
established that the culprit was none 
other than Richard Nixon himself 
On April 29, 1974. Nixon made a 
dramatic tv appearance to announce he 
would release the 
transcripts. This was 
intended to head off 
the growing demands 
for access to his con- 
t r o v e r s i a I W hite 
House tapes 
The House Judiciary 
Committee, however, 
obtained the tapes and 
compared them to the 
Nixon tran sc rip ts. 
Counsel John Doar 
found the transcripts 
“not accurate.” 
Mysterious gaps appeared in the 
transcripts where there were none on the 
tapes Strange distortions put words in 
Nixon’s mouth that couldn't be heard on 
the tapes. And passages, which were 
deleted from the tra n sc rip ts as 
“ unintelligible.** turned out to be 
perfectly clear on the tapes. 
The ex-President's loyal, professorial 
attorney. Fred Buzhardt. was widely 
blamed for the misrepresentations. But 
sources with direct knowledge of what 
happened have told us that Nixon per­ 
sonally altered the incrim inating 
transcripts 
After White House stenographers 
finished transcribing the tapes. Buzhardt 
carefully listened to many of them 
through headsets He did his best to cor­ 
rect the mistakes of the stenographers 
and to make the transcripts as accurate 
as possible 
Some of the passages were\damaging 
to his eminent client, so he discussed the 
most disastrous parts with the Presi­ 
dent Listening in dismay. Nixon kept 
mumbling. “ It didn’t happen like that.”

As Nixon edited the damaging pas­ 
sages. he dismissed some of the changes 
and deletions with the cryptic ex­ 
planation: “ It was unrelated to presiden­ 
tial action.” 
The tension of representing a man he 
knew to be dishonest helped to break 
Buzhardt’s health. On June 13,1974, after 
working all night to meet a federal court 
request for documents, he collapsed with 
a serious heart attack. 
Now he is practicing law in Hilton 
Head. SC. Citing his client-attomey 
relationship, he told us: “I’d like to com­ 
ment on it. but I can’t.” Nixon has never 
returned our calls since he left the White 
House. This time he couldn't be reached 
for comment because he was traveling in 
China. 
SINAI SENSORS: The United States is 
quietly preparing to relocate the sensors 
which American technicians have 
planted in the Sinai desert. 
These sensitive electronic devices are 
supposed to monitor any violation of the 
Israeli-Egvptian truce, which Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger arranged. 
As part of the accord, the U.S. team 
was given until February 22 to install the 
detection system . The m onitoring 
devices have been scattered strategical­ 
ly over 150 square miles of desert. They 
should pick up any movement inside the 
truce zone, which the U.S. technicians 
then would report to both Israel and 
Egypt 
However, there is one problem. The 
Israelis maintained control over the 
truce zone until the February 22 
deadline 
They possibly may know, 
therefore, where the hundreds of hidden 
sensors are located. 
The State Department has delicately 
decided, therefore, that the initial 
seeding is “tentative.” In fairness to the 
Egyptians, the U.S. will secretly shift 
the sensors around. In coming days, 
almost all of them will be laboriously 
moved and reconnected to the central 
monitoring consoles. 
The Sinai sensors, according to the 
March issue of Popular Mechanics, were 
developed from a Vietnam-era project 
with the code name “Jason.” They can 
pick up the heat from engines or even 
bodies The most stealthy movement of 
men or machines, according to experts, 
would register on the sensors 
A bewildering variety of the tiny detec­ 
tors have been sown on the Sinai. Some 
called Minisids will be relocated on the 
Sinai's scrubby Et Tih plateau where 
they can pick up a walking man 90 feet 
away or a moving vehicle 900 feet away. 
Others called Magids will detect 
changes in electromagnetic fields when 
the metal from a vehicle, artillery piece 
or even an individual rifle comes within 
range. 
The durable devices will last from 90 
days to a year without replacement. 
They can also operate in temperatures 
ranging from 65 degrees below zero to 
155 degrees above. 
Footnote: A U S team of six women 
and 150 men are setting up the complex 
system. Temporary quarters are ready 
for them, complete with dispensary, 
plumbing and electrical shops 


Richard Nixon was the most feverish 
defender of executive prerogative in the 
recent history of the presidencyr He 
vowed and he vowed again that he would 
not underm ine the office of the 
presidency, giving that as the reason 
why he would not divulge his records to a 
S enate c om m i t t e e investigating 
c h a r g e s

Gerald Ford has in foreign policy is in 
fact directly attributable to the decom­ 
position of the Presidency under Richard 
Nixon. And now he is going back to 
China. 
His trip is in no sense that of the 
private citizen. He is being received by 
the Chinese as something of a leader-in- 
opposition. The Chinese do not apparent­ 
ly know that Richard Nixon is not the 
leader of anything at all these days. He 
has less influence on the Republican 
Party than Howard Cosell. The Chinese 
clearly believe that they snookered Nix­ 
on. and they want to do more of it; and 
somehow they believe that having him 
back and giving him regal treatment is 
going to affect American politics. It 
may. but not in the way they think. 
It has already been widely observed 
that Mr. Nixon’s trip will correspond 
with the New Hampshire primary. Since, 
inevitably. Mr. Nixon will be in the news 
more conspicuously than at any time 
since he left office, the slightly rancid 
odor of illegitimacy is bound to affect 
adversely Mr. Ford’s fortunes. Although 
I continue to believe he was wise and 
charitable in granting Nixon the pardon, 
mine is a minority point of view And the 
spectacle of Nixon, wining and dining 
with the nabobs in the oriental palaces 
while Howard Hunt rots in jail and 
Mitchell and Ehrlichman and Haldeman 
live broken lives trying to pay their 
lawyers’ fees, will aggravate sentiments 
of injustice which can only be exercised 
at the expense of Gerald Ford 
But that part of it aside, one finds Nix­ 
on’s own explanation for the trip most 
baffling. Good relations with China are, 
he writes, “if anything, more important 
than four years ago.” Let us suppose that 
to be true. It probably is. given the speed 
with which the Soviety military has sur­ 
passed us — thanks extensively to the 
policies of President Nixon. But if that is 
so. isn t it supremely the moment to get 
out of the way of the President of the 
United States, who is in charge of defin­ 
ing our relations with China*’ Or. if one 
disagrees with the policies of the Presi­ 
dent. to criticize those policies? Either 
openly in the press, or confidentially 


over the telephone? At least before he 
scheduled the present trip to China, Nix­ 
on had no problem in getting through to 
Ford on the phone. 
Nixon went on: “In 1972. I went to the 
People’s Republic of China because I 
concluded that a new and constructive 
relationship between the United States 
and the PRU is indispensable if we are to 
have lasting peace in the Pacific and in 
the w orld" Well, he certainly mis­ 
calculated on that one. Since 1972. we lost 
the first m ajor war in which we 
engaged: made a mockery of the whole 
notion of Vietnamization; established a 
detente that brought such peace to the 


world as they are nowadays enjoying in 
Angola; dism em bered the NATO 
alliance through ineptitudes that grew 
out of the settled conviction of the 
leaders of the world that the United 
States didn’t know what it was doing and 
that the chief executive who got himself 
impeached energized the Congress now 
bent on pulling out of the world. 
In 1972 it was bad enough But in a 
sense excusable as realpolitik: Nixon 
was there to trilateralize the tensions 
among the three superpowers; to make 
sure that the Chinese would feel that 
there was an alternative to rapproche­ 
ment with the Soviet Union. He at­ 


tempted this at great psychological cost; 
undermining American opinion that 
Communist revolutions affected by 
totalitarian means are odious. But this 
time Nixon, not merely a private citizen, 
but a pariah, will have nothing to do ex­ 
cept to drink toasts to the great achieve­ 
ments of Mao Tse-tung. He will not be 
there to offer the Chinese U.S. in­ 
telligence secrets, or consulates in Los 
Angeles, or even U.S. ping pong players. 
He has to offer: only sycophancy. To the 
only nation in the world that, at this point 
in time, as they used to say in the White 
House, is disposed to honor America’s 
ex-president.

Programs in trouble 


If there is one thing very difficult to 
understand, it is why the revenue sharing 
program of the federal government is in 
such serious trouble. 
Revenue sharing runs out in July of 
this year and President Ford and just 
about everybody else has made an ap­ 
peal to have the program renewed. The 
President is asking for 
a five-year extension 
of th e p r o g r a m . 
Governors of all the 
states have addressed 
them selves to the 
problem of extending 
the program, as well 
as county supervisors, 
c o n g r e s s m e n and 
others. 
And yet. the revenue 
sharing measure stays 
bottled up in a com­ 
mittee somewhere and 
can’t get out. 
We asked our congressman. Bob 
Lagomarsino, the other day just what 
the specific problem was. We in­ 
terpreted his answer to be a problem of 
personalities — in other words, a 
problem of politics. 
The revenue sharing program was one 
worthwhile thing former President Nix­ 
on instigated. If he would have had as 
many bright ideas as the program, he 
might still be in office. Bringing back to 
the local communities the many millions 
sent to Washington each year is the basis 
of revenue sharing. 
Bringing the problem closer to home. 
if revenue sharing ends on July I never to 
start again, the community will suffer. 
All of the Community Action Programs 
are funded by revenue sharing. The city 
of Lompoc would be seriously hurt, 
budgetwise. and one could easily look to 
another sizeable increase in taxes. The 
Lompoc Drop-In Center and Dawn House 
would no doubt go out of business. It is a 
serious matter. 
This week President Ford met with the 
nation s governors to see what they can 
do to help him get the needed program 
extension. He found a cooperative 


audience. 
It would appear that the committee 
that has revenue sharing holed*up is pull­ 
ing a cliff-hanger at the expense of the 
public. 
The program has been proven 
worthwhile. The monies coming from 
Washington have enabled communities 
to do better things without raising taxes. 
There has been little scandal attached to 
the program. It is not pork barrel. 
Congressman Lagomarsino is doing 
what he can. President Ford is doing 
what he can. And a lot of others are doing 
what they can. 
Maybe the pressure will work in time.

Taxpayers shoulder 
Byrd's entitled fraud

44Pat, would you give me a hand here? I seem to 
have forgotten how to pack!" 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. - (NEA) - 
Sen. Robert Byrd is a decent man and 
hard-working legislator who despite a 
generally moralistic personal life is 
about to rip off the taxpayers of 
America. His casual campaign for the 
Democratic presidential nomination is a 
futile endeavor that will cost the public 
thousands, could cost 
it millions, and in this 
respect closely resem­ 
bles a shameful fraud. 
The fault for this is 
not altogether Byrd’s. 
He has a right to run 
for the White House, 
however silly his 
presence in the race. 
The problem is that 
with public financing 
of Presidential con­ 
tenders, the nation can 
no longer afford the 
luxury of the marginal candidate. Byrd’s 
people say he is “very close” to qualify­ 
ing for governmental matching funds, 
which means every dollar he raises 
through contribution will be met with 
another dollar from the tax treasury, or, 
gulp, up to $5,455,000 for the primary 
season. 
And for what? In Byrd’s case for very 
little. His month-old candidacy is not 
designed to reach the minds of voters but 
the eyes of his colleagues. He is as his 
people say. “making himself available,” 
which is another way of saying he’s am­ 
bitious. He knows he won’t be president, 
but perhaps by making trips and 
speeches on public money he can suggest 
himself as vice president. 
Or. at least, by getting out and about 
with a national credit card he can better 
promote himself for the job he has long 
wanted in Washington: Senate Majority 
Leader. (He is of course presently the 
Majority Whip.) 
For the most part, certainly, Byrd’s 
ambition is fine, even encouraging. He is 
after all a happy example of the rewards 
of consuming desire. Born in poverty, 
rejected by an ignorant father who early 
sent him off to a foster home, Byrd grew 
up in Appalachian poverty where ambi­ 
tion was another word for survival. He 
remembers having to use ingenuity to 
even raise pigs. Since no money was 
available for feed, he begged scraps 
from neighbors with a promise that 
come slaughtering day, they would be 
repaid in tenderloin or sausage. 
As an adult, too, Byrd had to hustle for 
a leg up. Too poor for college, he worked 
in a filling station, coal company store, 


shipyards, and eventually saved enough 
to buy a small grocery store. He also 
joined the Ku Klux Klan, an indiscretion 
that was very nearly fatal to his desire to 
be somebody. 
After serving in the West Virginia 
Legislature, Byrd announced for the U.S. 
Congress in 1952 and was ignored by 
those in his party disgusted with the 
KKR stint. Nonetheless, Byrd begged 
scraps from his neighbors again, 50 cents 
here, a dollar there, and won the elec­ 
tion. His favor with the voters is now 
almost total. Last time around he won 78 
per cent of the votes cast. 
For all of the agreeable aspects of the 
senator’s rags to respectability aspira­ 
tions, however, it is difficult to justify 
the public financing of his present ambi­ 
tions. Already, the nation has totally 
wasted nearly a million dollars of 
matching funds on the aborted presiden­ 
tial campaign of Sen. Lloyd Bentsen and 
Duke University’s Terry Sanford. Good 
money is also being thrown away to float 
Pennsylvania Gov. Milton Shapp’s 
heavy ego, as well as those of several 
others. Altogether the public (as of 
Feb. 4) almost $5 million in matching 
funds; and this will quadruple by sum­ 
mer. 
Matching funds are not the only drain 
on the tax treasury by marginal can­ 
didates. Secret Service personnel cost 
gobs, and local municipalities engender 
several expenses every time a con­ 
tender, however viable, comes to call. 
But it is the matching money that hurts 
most. Presently there are IO "m ajor” 
candidates left in the race, and if they all 
spend the maximum allowable in the 
primaries, they could theoretically cost 
Americans $50 million in the next five 
months. 
And then don’t forget Robert Byrd. Or 
anybody else who may yet wish to get in 
on this most generous dole. Sen. Charles 
McC. Mathias? Sen. Howard Baker? 
Nelson Rockefeller even? Who knows 
how many will take how much even­ 
tually? Sigh. It was Dwight Eisenhower 
who said that the American taxpayer has 
a tough row to hoe to keep his head above 
water.
